HAWAII'S MINISTER. 

Mr. Thurston Presents Ills Credentials to 
President Cleveland— His Excellency's 
Acknowledgments. 

WASHINGTON, Juno 9.— This afternoon, 
Secretary Grepham presented to tho Presi- 
dent Lorrin A. Thurston, the now Hawaiian 
minister. In tho course of his remarkB, 
Mr. Thuratou said : " Although there has 
recently been a change in tho form of tho 
Government of Hawaii, I beg to ansuro you 
that tho only change in the feeling of friend- 
ship heretofore entertained by the Govern- 
ment and people of Hawaii for the Govern- 
ment and people of tho United States, is 
that it haa widened and deepened and 
strengthened to a etrong dcBiro that the 
cordial and intimato relations heretofore 
existing between tho two countries may be- 
come closer and moro iatimate, in the firm 
belief that such closer intimacy will enure 
to tho political, financial and social welfare 
of both countries, and to the general ad- 
vancement of the enlightened civilization 
and civil liberty, of which tho United 
States, both by precopt and example, has 
for bo many yeura been the chief exponent 
and the guiding star of so many other 
movements." 

The President replied : " Tho gratifica 
tion which grows out of your assurance that 
the kindly sentiments entertained by tho 
Government and people of Hawaii, for tho 
people and Government of the United 
States is not only unimpaired hut has deep- 
ened into still closer relations, is enhanced 
by the remembrance of tho intimate and 
friendjy feeling which haa long existed bo- 
tween tho people of tho two countries. 
I beg to assure you that our people and 
Government are at all times willing and 
anxious to strengthen and multiply tho ties 
of friendship und amity which bind us to 
tho people of Hawaii. To thia end, no effort 
on our part shall be neglected which is con- 
sistent with our traditional national policy 
and which ia not in violation of the devo- 
tion to popular righta which underliea every 
conception of a free government."

Serious Accident to the Proprietor of the

Paris, Juno 9 —James Gordon Bonnott, 
proprietor of the Now York Herald, was 
dangerously injured on Wednesday. Ho 
fell from a coach, and was so aeverely hurt 
that medical assistance was at once required. 
His condition grew worse, and Drs. Robin 
and Ledentu performed an operation yester- 
day with a view of relieving him The 
doctors deelaro his condition to bo critical. 
Mr. Bennett was roturning from the 
d'Auteuil rauo course when tho accident oc- 
curred, and waa driving. Aa the coach 
turned into tho gateway to hia hotel on the 
Avenue dea Champs Klyaees, one of tho 
wheels struck tho gate post violently.

The wound 
on his head is a severe one, but thiti evening 
his medical adviser Bays thero is nothing in 
hia condition to cause alarm.

Ottawa, Juno 9.— Premier Dibbs, of 
New South Wales, cabled Hon. Mr. 
Bowell, to-day, that his colony will grant 
a liberal annual subsidy of £10,000 to the 
direct Australian-Canadian steamship line, 
tho first vessel of which arrived at Van- 
couver to-day. 

Tho Marino Department, to-day, received 
a beautiful gold watch, awarded by tho 
Emperor of Germany to Capt. Gormully, of 
tho Nova Scotia schooner Severn, in recog- 
nition of services rendered to tho Ham- 
burg schooner Pollux, in January last, 
Tho watch has tho royal ccat of urms of 
Germany engraved on the case, and a raised 
medallion of the Emporor. 

The revenue for tho eleven months ending 
May 111 amounts to §.'14, 232,800, und the 
expenditure to $28,GSy,5M, leaving a Bur- 
plus of £0,14:1,280.

C P. E. INTENTIONS. 

Mr. Van Home Talks to a '' ColonlBt !! Corre- 
spondent on Kootenay Matters. 

(From our own Corrospondont.) 

Nelson, June 5.— W. 0- Van Homo, 
president of tho C.P.R., haa.been paying an 
exteusivo visit to this portion of British 
Columbia. The fuct_ i/\ well known that 
the3Q visits are usually very significant, and 
in proof of thia it will bo remembered that 
on tho occusion of Mr. Van Home's lust 
visit to Nelson, three years ago, the C. & K. 
R. R. line from Nelson to Robaon followed 
almost immediately. In conversation with 
a Colonist representative Mr. Van Home 
expressed himself as very much pleased with 
the result of hia visit. 

"This trip," aaid he, "has been a perpetual 
aatoniahment to me. Tho strides which 
have been made all through thia country 
since the occasion of my laat visit are sim- 
ply marvollous. Where I then had to ride 
over poor trails on horseback nnd sleep in 
tho open air, thero aro now good transporta- 
tion facilities nnd amplo hotel accommoda- 
tions. Tho purchaBO by the C. P. R. of tho 
Lethbridgo narrow gauge into the Crow's 
Nest paEB was in direot lino with a policy 
which they have been following for some 
time. A number of survey parties have 
been working over different parts of that 
country for a long time, tho object being to 
locate the best lino for overland purposes. 
Tho desire has always been to avoid mis- 
takes, which in this part of tho world aro 
very expensivo forms of amuaemont. 

"Justwhero connection for Nelson will 
be made will depend somewhat on tho re- 
sults of thia aeason's work by the survey 
parties now on the ground. This much you 
can rest assured of, Nelson will be tho rail- 
road centro of thia part of the world. 
There may possibly spring up a town or 
town8 of equal or even greator population, 
but thia will be the centre. I havo care- 
fully studied the situation this trip and am 
convinced of the truth of this by ull that I 
have seen and learned." 

This statement is rendered doubly signifi- 
cant by tho fact that several prominent rail- 
road men, Mr. Van Horno among the 
number, havo become interested personally 
in thia section.

TERRIBLE CALAMITY. 



One of the Government Buiidiiig-s at 
Washington Palis In— Twenty- 
two Men Killed. 



Forty-Five People Wounded— A Case 
of Inexcusable Ollicial 
Neglect 



WASHINGTON, Juno 9. — Another tragedy, 
lesB national in character but involving 
tho loss of many moro lives and much 
more human suffering, haa stained tho walls 
of tho old Ford's Theatre, where Abraham 
Lincoln was assassinated by J. Wilkes 
Booth in April, 1803. The accident caused 
tho death of from twenty to thirty 
people, and inflicted maimings and in- 
juries upon fifty er sixty more. In 
1885 this building, which tho Govornmeni 
purchased aftor tho assaEsination and used 
as an army museum, was officially pro- 
claimed by Congress as unsafe, notwith- 
standing which it continued to he used for 
the employmont of nearly 500 clerks in tho 
pension record division of tho war office, 
Tho building collapsed in tho midst of an 
ill-judged effort to remedy some of its 
defects. About 300 clerks wero in the 
building at the time. 

Tho work of rescuo was instantly begun, 
and the piles of debris removed us quickly 
as possible. A largo staff of physicians aro 
busy with the wounded. When the first 
rumbling warning of the approaching col- 
lapse came, tho clerks on tho third floor to 
the number of 80 or 100 rushed to tho 
windows and jumped for tho roofs of the 
small buildings adjoining on tho northwest 
side. Many escaped in this way. 
The floors wero heavily loaded with the 
records of tho pension division of the war 
department. Tho clerks employed were all 
men. Scarcely ono of the clerks escaped 
mora or leas injury. Tho excitement of re- 
lations uud friends is intenBe. Thousands 
aro gathered around tho ruin, and tho 
oxcitemenb has spread all ovor tho city. 
Every'hospital in the city has been called 
into requisition to caro for tho wounded. 
When the crash came there were supposed 
to bo in tho bujlding 534 persons, -19(5 clerk, 
S messengers and 20 laborers. Sixteen dead 
have been taken to tho morgue. At mid- 
night it was known positively that 25 men 
were killed and 45 injured.

The ambulance from tho Montreal general 
hospital conveyed him to that institution, 
where everything was dono to relieve tho 
poor man of pain. His father and mother 
sat up with him all last night and went 
away early this morning with every hopo of 
their boy's recovery. Ho died at about half 
past ten.

London, June 9.— William Evans, of 
thia city, haa received word that hia brother 
Richard, also of this city, has been probably 
fatally injured by a trolley car in Detroit. 
Richard Evans, who is a speaker of ability, 
was returning homo from a trip to the 
Western States.

MONTREAL, Juno 0. — James Howdon, 
aged 10, belonging to Laneastor, Out., hud 
his skull crushed last evening by some boys 
who were playing lacrosse.

Rov. A. R. Reams, alias Furlong, uutil 
very recently pastor of the Mothodist con- 
gregation at Merced, Cal., is this morning a 
tenant of Cell No. 1 at tho city lockup. Ho 
is churged with tho abduction of pretty 
Lucy Rucker, the youthful organist of his 
church, und held for extradition and deliv- 
ery into tho hands of Sheriff C. A. H. War- 
Held, of Merced. 

Both Reams and Miss Rucker have been 
guests at tho Diane, with the former's thir- 
teen-yeur-old son, sinco Wednesday night. 
They arrived by tho City of Kinguton 
that evening as Mr. and Mrs. A. W. 
Furlong, the name by which tl.ey subse- 
quently registered, and first attracted sus- 
picion by requesting permission to remain 
on board the ateamer until after nightfall, 
which was refused. Tho next morning 
United States ConBiil Myers received tele- 
gruphic information that the couplo were 
" wuntcd," aud at onco communicated with 
Superintendent Sheppard, who located them 
without difficulty. The wjrcBwerocalle.dinto 
servico, and on Thursday evening the Chief 
received a message from Sheriff VVarfield, of 
Merced, instructing him to arreat Reama for 
abduction — an extraditable offence— and 
hold for his, tho American officer's, arrival. 

Shortly after noon yesterday the arrest 
was mado, Superintendent Sheppard and 
Sergeant Walker catching all parties at 
home on their second call, Master Reama 
being the only occupant of the rooms on a 
first visit. At first the usual denials of 
identity were offered, but they were Boon 
withdrawn and the man locked up, Miss 
Rucker accompanying him as far as Super- 
intendent Sheppard's office, and later going 
to a temporary, homo with friends in the 
city. 

From the moment tho police appeared on 
the scene alio appeared completely broken 
down. She offered no explanations or de- 
nials, and when addressed at head- 
quarters could only reply with a 
freah outburst of tears, between which she 
moro than onco asserted that she would soon 
be eighteen — only next September — and had 
beon very unhappy at homo. And so she 
certainly appeared as she satin the Chief's 
oflico, her face buried in her hands and tho 
tears trickling through trembling fingers. 
Sho waa dressed very neatly in light gray 
walking suit, with a natty little jacket to 
match, and a fashionable wido straw hat 
trimmed with a big bunch of, heliotropes. 
A fresh, pretty face and light brown hair 
completed tho picture, and there waB not 
a man at "headquarters" that did not 
pity her in her trouble. 

When Mr. RcamB, or Furlong, was re- 
fused a parting kiss and escorted to his cell, 
he had very little to say. He is a man of 
perhaps thirty-five or thirty-eight years of 
age, aud tho reverse of clerical appearunce. 
Over six feet in height, with coal 
black hair, eyes and moustache, 
ho is a man of striking though 
not especially attractive personality. Uutil 
he secured legal advice lie would say very lit- 
tle of his platform of defence, which will be 
upon the law rather than upon tho facts. 
When searched, as all prisoners are, the 
contents of his pocketa were found to in- 
clude $75 in money, a knife and a marriage 
certificate, the latter a somewhat interesting 
document, for it relates to tho marriage, 
at tho Methodist church in Chico, in 
March, 1S0O, of A. W. Furlong— Rov. A. 
R. Reams performing tho ceremony, 

Mr. Reams does not euro to discuss this 
certificate, in fact refuses to deal with it at 
all until ho has consulted with his lawyer, 
while giving the assurance that tho lady 
married in 1S90 was not his first wife, who 
is dead, or the wife deserted with her child 
at Merced. 

The facts of the case, according to Mr. 
Ream's own story, aro briefly told below. 
Five years ago he was married to a woman 
whom he " dearly loved," and who recipro- 
cated his affection while caring kindly for 
tho three motherless children bequeathed 
him by his first and deceased wife. For a 
time their domestic happiness was un- 
clouded aud then tho drinking habits of 
Mrs. ReaniB' father, who lived with thorn, 
became a sourco of gravo annoyance to tho 
husband. 

"Mywifowas sick at the time," says 
Mr. Reams, " and 1 accepted tho allliction 
and tended upon her us devotedly and lov- 
ingly as a husband could. When she got 
well I was forced to send her people uway. 
That was tho beginning of tho troublo for 
wo nover got on well after. The alienation 
waa gradual, but latterly that woman, my 
wife, mado it a hell on earth for me. I 
could not make publio my burden, and con- 
tinued my ministry, concealing my domestic 
torment. Shortly beforo I camo away my 
wife told me sho would not live with mo a 
fortnight longer, and that prccipitutcd mat- 
ters, I waa pretty near deaperato. 

" 1 became acquainted with thia young 
lady who ia with me about eight months 
ago, not long after moving to Merced, uud 
wo wero soon thrown much together, 
although alio did not become tho organist of 
my church until about aix weeks since. Sho 
used to write tor a little church paper I 
edited and I would assist her with her 
manuscript. Her father is tho mail carrier 
and teamuter of Merced — its a liulo town of 
only about fivo thousand, and her mother, 
poor woman, haa been ineano for almoat a 
year. This young lady attended upon her 
mother, scarcely left her side, for all that 
time, and when I proposed that we corns 
away together, she needed no coaxing or 
pleading. Sho was eager to come and got 
her things together just as soon as possible. 

",She is not, as they say, only fifteen 
yoars old — she is almost eighteen, and be- 
foro we left Merced sho had become all that 
a woman could to mo. She loves mo de- 
votedly, and I love her. I did not think 
thero could bo any abduction when alio 
consented — unless I put her in a houso of 
prostitution— and I had no idea that ab- 
duction was an oxtraditablo offonco. My 
intention wub to remain horo until my 
wife applied for a separation, and then 
marry this young lady. That is what I 
told her, and aho waa quite content. Now, 
if I have stopped beyond the law, which 
I did not intend to and don't think I havo, 
I will go back prepared to serve a year in 



the penitentiary for her sake — tho sentenoo 
would not be moro than that, with a fine, 
I will bo like tho Old Testament charaotor 
who toiled und waited years for his bride, 
I know Lucy will bo true to mo as I will 
bo to her, but I pity hor when she goes 
homo. They will mako her life a hell." 
. Miss Rucker was interviewed during Iho 
evening, by whioh timo sho had "hud her 
cry over." Her eyes wero stilt red and 
swollen, but she chatted freely und laughed 
not infrequently. 

"I gueaa there isn't anything for mo to 
toll, if you huvo seen Mr. Reams," Bhe said. 
"I think I'll keep what I've got to say and 
write up our trip for the papers when I got 
home,' and Bhe laughed nervously at hor 
own suggestion. 

"She's a bit hysterical tonight — and 
no wonder," her lady companion explained. 

" Well, I might as well la ugh aa cry," 
was Miss Lucy's comment. "I suppose I'm 
as much to blame us anybody for thia, nnd 
there's nothing to be done now but go back 
home for a while— I won't stsiy there long, 
I think I'll go to Nashvillo. 

"Mr, Reama told tho truth about hia wife 
she did make it uncomfortable for him aa 
I know well. I wanted to get away from 
home because I waan't treated right — they 
didn't treat mo with respect. When wc 
left Merced laat Sunday Mr. Roams hud 
several engagements to preach. But he 
didn't — wo came right through, to Sacra- 
mento first and then here. 1 didn't know 
where we wero coming, but our plan was te 
travel until his wife applied for a separation 
— wo were watching the Examiner for it 
every day. Then ho was going to marry 
me and take me home. I guess I'll have to 
go home without tho wedding. 

1 I think wo muat have been watched 
and followed on tho boat we canio on here ; 
I noticed one man ataring and staring at us, 
We went from tho boat right up to tho ho- 
tel, and didn't stay or want to stay on the 
bout till nightfall. If he hadn't been ar- 
rested, Mr. Roams would have started his 
silver plating machiuo to-morrow (Satur- 
day). He had it all roady, for I was down 
to tho shop and saw it this morning. If I'd 
known it was a policeman at tho door I'd 
havo never oponed it." 

" Mr. Rcnn>8 seems devoted to you." 
Tho remark was a question rather than an 
observation. 

Yes, indeed he is," was tho reply ; "he 
must bo almost crazy to-night. I know I 
am " — and Miss Lucy, leaning against tho 
door post, gazed out into tho durk, rainy 
night with troubled eyes. 

Rev. Mr. Reams "turned in" about nine 
o'clock, with the expressed hopo that no 
one would come to bother him and was soon 
fast aaleop. 

Merced, Cal., June 9 — (Special) — A. R. 
Ream8, the reverend gentleman who eloped 
from Merced last Sunday, with Miss Lucy 
Ruoker, the organist of his church, and who 
has been apprehended in Victoria, undoubt- 
edly left the main line at Lathrop, and in- 
stead of taking the Oakland train us at first 
supposed, pasaed on from Lathrop to Sacra- 
mento, where ho hoarded the Oregon ex- 
press, tlla'o night. The CUiltopta l ffideli. at 
Port Townaend were telegraphed to to look 
out for him, and it seems odd that he w«a 
not captured on this side of the line. Of 
course, there ia 7 no absolute certainty that 
ho can bo brought back, but Sheriff Wax- 
field and District Attorney Oatrunder left 
hero on the 2: 15 train to-day for Sacramento, 
where they will endeavor to got the neces- 
sary requisition papers from Governor 
Markham. If successful, Sheriff Warfield 
will tako tho first train for Victoria, receive 
Mr. Reams from Chiof Sheppard's custody, 
and bring him back to Merced to faco the 
most discordunt music ho has ever listened 
to. 



UNSKILLED LABOR. 

Tho Trades Council Say Jfen Arc Idle IJceswse 
Wages Offered Are Low. 

Tho Trades Council met last evening, the 
president in the chair. After preliminary 
busincsa had been diapoaed of, a division 
took place on tho following resolution : 

" Whereas, It is reported in the Colonist 
of Wednesday that the contractor for the 
Sidnoy railway finds it difficult to secure 
laborors for tho grading of the road ; and 
wheroaa, it is within the knowlcdgo of this 
council that there aro plenty of men who 
are out of employmont in this city, who 
would willingly work for n living wage ; 
aud whereas, the publication of such reports 
is calculated to mislead mon in 
other places and induce them 
to come to our city to swell the 
rinks of the unemployed : Be it resolved, 
That this Council outers its protest against 
tho publication of such reports, and con- 
siders it an injustice to tho laboring men of 
Victoria." 

During the discussion it was pointed out 
that thero were from thirty to fifty mon 
who wore out of work turned away from 
tho Parliament building every day, nnd that 
the reason labor was scarce wub that tlic 
wages offered wero §1.75 per day for ten- 
hours, and that tho price of board was $6 
per week. 

A committee of investigation was ap- 
pointed to inquire into tho matter and re- 
poit at tho next meeting. 

CANADA IN ENGLAND. 

Important Deliverances Hade by Sir Charles 
Tupper and Hon. John S. Hull, 
of Quebec. 

MONTREAL, June 9, — The Star's London 
special cable suya : At tho Canadian Clnb 
dinner hold last night, Sir Charles Tuppor 
mado a strong speech upon the question of 
Canadian national policy. Ho defended 
the policy Canada is pursuing be- 
cause of her peculiar situation, 
Hon. Mr. Hull, treasurer of tho Province of 
Quebec, took up tho recent F.nglish 
attacks upon French Canadians, Ho 
declared that tho overthrow of the 
corrupt Morcier administration was about 
as effective a reply as could be mado as to 
the honeaty of tho French-Canadian people. 
In no part of Canada, ho said, did blood run 
moro loyally in tho peoples' veins than in 
Grand Old Quobeo.

The City of PueWa arrived yesterday 
with 210 tons mixed freight. She took 
away four cars of through freight from New 
York and Chicago. 

A special meeting of the Council took 
placo last night to consider the responsi 
bility of double tracking Cordova street be 
fore tho asphalt was laid, at an expense of 
$7,000. It was finally decided that tho 
city doublo track the lino and own tho por 
tion doublo tracked until renumorated by 
tho company. If it is not paid 
three months the city is to retain 
the light accounts until it is. 

At 8:'10 this morning Mayor Cope, tho 
aldermen, President Keith, of the Board ol 
Trade, representatives of tho press and sev 
eral prominent citizens steamed out into the 
harnor to greet tho entranco to this port of 
tho Miowera, whose appearance was the 
signal for a salute by the Indiana at tho 
Mission across the harbor, the blowing of 
steam whistles and a rush of people to the 
pier. As soon as she reached tho wharf 
Mr. J. A. Fullerton, ship's hus- 
band, invited Mayor Cope, Ex-Mayor 
Oppenheimer, J. C. Keith, the aldermen 
And a number of citizens on board. Regret 
waa felt that Mr. Huddart was not present, 
but Mr. F. W. Ward represented the own- 
ers. City Clerk McGuigan read a cordial 
address of welcome, expressing satisfaction 
at the establishment of direct connection 
with Australasia, hopes for the success of 
the lino, that the advent of tho steamship 
□light inaugurate a profitable exchange of 
the commodities of Canada and the anti- 
podes, and that the event of to-day might 
mark an important era in the progress of 
both countries. 

When F. W. Ward was answering the 
address of welcome on board the Miowera 
to-day, ho was handed a cable from Sir 
•George Dibbs, premier of Mew South Wales, 
jre subsidy, which reads as follows: "Par- 
liament upproved last night our joining to 
the extent of ten thousand pounds. Have 
cabled the Canadian Government our hearty 
congratulations. (Signed) Dibbs. 

The Miowera brought twenty sacks of 
mail, of which eight are local. She brought 
500 cases of fruit, six sample carcasses of 
mutton, a trial shipment of butter, salt beef, 
oranges lemons, pineapples, jams, arrow- 
;soot and refined sugar. From Hono- 
iula sho brought 1,500 bunohes of 
bananas, 150 crates of pineapples 
and 100 water melons. The fruit 
shipment from Honolulu was selected by T. 
W. Harvey, formerly of this city. He is 
associated with A. M. Beattio and Thomas 
Symons, of Tacoma, to test the trade. Mr. 
Harvey will return by the Miowera and 
send out. consignments by each steamer. 
Aft'cr delivering judgment in the case of 
city of New Westminster v. tho CP. K. 
on Wednesday, Judgo Bole discovered that 
he ia owner of part of the property in dis- 
pute. On Thursday he announced his dis- 
covery, quashed his decision, and set tho 
case to be tried at Vancouver on Tuesday.

SniVAUD. 

Savwahd, June U. — A fatal boating acci- 
dent occurred at Waneta on Saturday, tho 
3rd instant. Robert Anderson, who had 
but lately obtained tho Government license 
for tho ferry over the Columbia and Pcnd 
d'Oreillo rivers, wus taking ucrosB a party 
of live men when tho boat got into a whirl- 
pool formed at tho junction of tho rivers; 
tho stern was sucked down and the boat 
filled. Thrco of tho occupants got to Bhore, 
but Anderson and a man named MeCrao 
wero lost. Tho former is much regretted, 
aa ho wus very popular and never refused 
tho gratia use of his boats to mou out of 
luck. 

Tho wagon road from Sayward haa now 
been extended for oighteeu milea up Reaver 
Creek, and men and materials are b'oing 
sent up daily. It is expected that in ten 
days or a fortnight it will cross tho divide 
and strike tho north fork of the Salmon 
river. On the townsite, many hundreds of 
trees havo been felled, and a contract 
has been let, and ia now iu progress, for 
cutting and burning all tho brush and fallen 
timber. 

Messts. Allan & Maddeu's hotel ia in 
running order ; tho bar is open for tho sale 
of soft drinks, pending tho issue of licenses, 
which are prohibited by Dominion procla- 
mation aa long as railway work is going on 
within two miles of tho hotels. Tho Say- 
wurd hotel, too, is doing a good business ; 
but the proprietor, having had somo mis- 
understanding with the customs authori- 
ties, aa to the vuluo of somo Becoud hand 
furniture from Spokane, has not yet com- 
pleted his arrangements. All other busi- 
nesses are thriving — freighting, teaming, 
laundry, bakery and rcstaurunts — while 
the coutractor's store is taking many 
hundreds of dollars daily. Mr. Larson is 
expected here with his family to reside for 
a time, and a house ia now in course of 
erection for them. 

The town is full of prospectors as well aB 
railroad men, and notwithstanding the 
effect of the Slocan und Kuslo craze, this 
district of Trail creek, Sheep creek, the 
Salmon and Pend d'Oieillo rivers steadily 
holds its own and is attracting moro pros- 
pectors than ever before. Beaver creek 
will be thoroughly explored for mineral this 
year and several parties have already gone 
in on the wagon road. 

Notices are posted on the Recorder's 
office of intended applications to the Gold 
Commissioner for twenty years' licenses for 
land at Sayward for hydraulic mining 
purposes. Recent careful washings by an 
expert have proved the presence of Hour and 
flako gold in paying quantities. Soveral 
pits have been sunk and tho results havo 
steadily improved. A strong company has 
been formed for tho purpose. Tho proxim- 
ity of tho Reaver creek waters renders the 
hydruulio process an easy and cheap ono in 
this locality, a threo milo flume or ditch 
being all that is necessary to aecuro an im- 
mense head of water. A grant of 0,000 
inches has been applied for. This new 
development at Sayward will be watched 
with much interest, as it is the first attempt 
to deal with the golden sands of the Colum- 
bia river on the sumo largo Bcale as has been 
successfully adopted on tho Fraser river at 
tho Van Winkle and other mines. 

Dr. S. A. Metherell is established hero in 
charge of the hospital corps. He has erected 
two large hospital marquees, with- boarded 
floors, and has everything in first class order. 
An occasional broken limb or some old stand- 
ing lung trouble appears to be the extent of 
the practice at present, but when work gets 
into full swing no doubt troubles will in- 
crease, i 

Mr. Joshua Davies left on tho 5th inst., 
and has been indefatigable in his effort* to 
pron ote everything that might contribute 
to the prosperity of tho town.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



The Australian Steamer 14 Miowera " 
-What She is and What. She 
Looks Like. 



Many Complaints Filed Against the 
"Haytian Republic "—A Beacon 
for Kelp lleef. 



Tho Miowera, ut which Victoriana havo 
not yot hud a chance to get a fair sight, is 
a steel single-screw three-masted schooner- 
rigged steamship of 3, .'1-15 tons measure- 
ment, and 5,000 tons dead weight capacity, 
with a speed on trial of 17 knots. She is 
built on what ia known aB tho threo deck 
grade, and the strength of the vessel gener- 
ally, is far in excess of Lloyd's and the 
Board of Trado rules. Sho carries six large 
lifeboats (two of which are conatructed of 
stool, and are practically unsinkable), with 
a cutter and dingey. Sho ia lighted through- 
out by electricity, and carriea a second 
engine in caao of tho failure of tho first, 
which supplies tho installation, while there 
is a complete system of electric bolls all 
ovor die ship. Her dimensions are : 
Length between perpendiculars, 310 feet;, 
length over all, 300 feet; breadth of beam, 
42 feet; depth of hold, 28 feot. Sho ia fitted 
with engines of 4,700 horsepower. All tho 
arrangements for tho discharge of cargo 
are on tho latest principle, the steam 
winches, etc., being bo arranged that cargo 
can bo taken iu or put out almost uoise- 
lesBly. A very noticeable featuro is tho 
height of the bulwarks on her well-deck, 
which have been brought up to such a 
height that tho water will bo kept off, and 
yet at tho aame time ventilation fully pro- 
served. Tho wholo of the saloon passonger 
accommodation ia on tho main deck, overy 
posaiblo care having been paid to light und 
ventilation, while ample bath accommoda 
tion has been supplied. The Baloon is 50ft. 
in length, and its breadth extends tho 
whole width of iho ship, and is handsomely 
fitted up with carved oak panels in polished 
frames in maple and walnut woods. Tho 
berthing accommodation consists of somo 50 
state-rooms, handsomely fitted. The ship 
carries an exceptionally largo number of 
fresh water tanks, besides being able to con- 
dense upwards of 10,000gal. daily. Tho 
second cubiu accommodation is desigued to 



carry 100 passengers, and is very neat and 
comfortable. Tho vessel is fitted with two 
refrigerating chambers — ono for cargo and 
the other for ship's use; so that meats, fish, 
poultry, fruit, etc., will always ba available 
at any season of tho year. The colors in 
which she is painted set her off to tho best 
advantage. The hull above the water is 
black, with a .white streak, while to the 
water line she ia painted a salmon color. 
The flag of the company ia a white ground 
and red cross, with tho letterB C.A.S. Co., 
ono in each section of the white. Captain 
John Stott brought the vessel out from Eng- 
land, and commanded her successfully 
during her oxcurBion season in the Aus- 
tralian-New Zealand trado. 

THE HAYTIAN" REPU11LIC. 

The charges laid againBt tho Haytian Re- 
public, which ia libelled at Portland are 
very numerous. In one instance tho vessel 
is alleged to havo carried 2,000 pounds of 
prepared opium into Portland, on the 20th 
of November last, and in anothor 1,000 
pounds into the port of St. John's, on the 
Columbia river, on the seventh day of the 
following month. Still other complaints 
are laid against tho steamer, such as smug- 
gling Chinamen into the United States from 
liritish Columbia on several different occa 
sions. 

AN AID TO NAVIGATION. 
The Quadra, Capt. Wulbran, will Icavo 
for Kellot Bluff on Tuesday or Wednesday, 
to placo a now beacon on Kelp reef, which 
will considerably fucilitato navigation in 
that quarter. For tho past few days tho 
Quadra has been in Esquimult harbor, 
securing material for the erection of the 
new beacon, but sho will come around to 
tho inner harbor to-day.

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TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 



Fruit Expected to Form a Great Part 
of the Exports to this 
Domiuiou. 

The "Miowera's" a. Sample Cargo, 
I5ut Other Articles to be In- 
cluded Later. 



Cheerful comment is made by all the 
Australian papers on the prospects of the 
new lino of steamers to Victoria and Van- 
couver, and the following quotations will 
give an idea of the u&turo of the trade 
which it is hoped to establish. The Courior, 
of Brisbane, in Queensland, says : 

" The departure of the Miowera for Van- 
couver Island is worthy of moro than passing 
comment. It is ukin to placing a rivet iu 
position which fchull complete the connec- 
tion botween Australia and Great Britain. 
The shipments of fruit made by Mr. Soutter 
and the Department of Agriculture will test 
the possibilities in this direction. Bananas, 
pineapples, orunges, lemons und rosellas 
have been packed in various ways, and con- 
signed to trustworthy business men on tho 
other Bide. Six cases of arrowroot 
have also been included, and there should 
bo an opening for this characteristic Queens- 
land product. It must bo again pointed 
out that one of tho best openings for our 
fruit will bo found in the Northwestern 
States of America. Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, und Montana will be only too ready 
to absorb all we can supply, sinco Southern 
California cannot keep them going through- 
out the year with Bueh things us wo con best 
produce. Lemons we Can grow well, and 
Sun Francisco is asking for ibis particular 
fruit. It is cluimed that sweet potatoes 
might be sent over as a certain success, for 
tho Canadians cannot grow this luber and 
would make it welcome. Wt could supply 
tho continent if necessary. Tho return trip 
of the Miowera will bring frozen salmon to 
Queensland as one of tho samples of British 
Columbian wealth. This magnificent fiah 
abounds in tho rivers in such quantities 
that it is difficult to obtain a half-penny per 
pound tor it on the other Bide. Cauadiun 
machinery is already known in Queensland 
and appreciated, so that greater facilities 
for importation should increase tho demand 
for it. Tho peoplo of Queenslivad again 
Bend hearty greetings to C-uada. Financial 
' daylight will be necessary before Parliament 
can give Mr, ifuddart a subsidy to back up 
j 1 ' 8 enterprise and courage, but tho colony 
(I ftlivo to all that the first trip of the Mio- 
wera means." 

The Hriabano Observer gives somo addi- 
tional particulars, as follows : 

" Tho possibilities of a large trado be- 
tween Australia and Canada have been 
dilated upon in these columns from time to 
time by competent correspondents, and if 
only half their hopes are realized, Queens 
land, at any rate, should have no cause to 
regret tho beginning of the service. The 
cargo of the Miowera is eminently one of 
samples. From Sydney there have been 
sent several hundred cases of fruit, chiefly 
oranges, lemons and apples. Frozen meat 
and butter have also been shipped, and tho 
varieties of the samples sent indicato the 
confidence with which New South Wales 
merchants view the service. In Brisbane, 
as our readers are aware, during the past 
few weeks, preparations of the most active 
character have been carriod on by a few 
gentlemen, chiefly experts, in selecting and 
pocking samples of Queensland fruits for tho 
now market, which is believed to be open 
ing up before us, Mr. Soutter, of 
the Acclimatization Society, Dr. T. 
P. Lucas and others, aro send- 
ing pineapples, oranges, mandarins and 
bananas; the Department of Agrioulturo is 
sending fruit also und samples of Queens- 
land-grown arrowroot; Mr. B. Skinner iB 
Bending beehe de-mer and turtle soups; and 
these with other samples of what can be 
grown and reared iu this colony will com- 
prise Queenlaud's contribution to tho cargo. 
Frozen meat and dairy produce will proba- 
bly not be sent this month; although it is 
still hoped that one of the largo companies 
will bo represented in tho Miowera's cargo, 
and at no distant duto this colony also will 
more fully exhibit to Canada and British 
America what are her capabilities in that 
direction." 

In tho colony of Victoria tho projeot is 
aho heartily endorsed, and tho Melbourne 
Argus BayB : 

" Tho commercial view of tho caso has 
been well put by Mr. D. E. Brown, who is 
visiting Australia in order to promote the 
trado between these colonies and Canada. 
Wo import a largo quantity of timber from 
Vancouver, which is tho western port of tho 
Canadian Dominion. Why is it that no 
frozen meat or wool is directly returned ? 
As Mr. Brown points out, there are all the 
favorable conditions of o trade, which may 
be comparatively small at tho beginning, 
but which is certain to increase. There 
ought to bo a market in Canada for Austra- 
lian wool, for the simple reason that there 
aro several millions ot people in the Domin- 
ion who rcquiro to bo clothed, and who can- 
not buy in their own country tho sort of 
wool that is produced in Victoria and New 
South Wales. Then, again, wo learn from 
Mr. Brown that the Canadians in tho west- 
ern districts of tho Dominion aro paying a 
very high price to the farmers of the United 
States for beef and mutton. It seems that 
they have no option at the present time. 
Thoy must either pay the prices which ore 
demanded by the two states that havo a 
monopoly of tho business or dispenso with 
meat altogether during tho winter. That 
thcro is a chance hero to extend tho frozen 
meat trado of the colonies seems to bo in- 
dubitable. It remains for tho Australian 
colonies simply to consider whether the 
volume of trade will becomo profitable dur- 
ing tho next few years." 

T1IK KItUIT TRADE. 

Fruit is apparently expected to bo a lead- 
ing article of export to Canada. On the 
possibilities of this trade tho Brisbano 
Courier says : 

" When tho matter of exporting fruit to 
Canada was first mooted, tho idea wob 
scouted by many who merely looked at tho 
surfuco of tho proposal, and remarked, 
' Why, America is herself an exporter of 
fruit, and to attempt to open up a trade 
with her in fruit would be simply absurd.' 
This opinion fortunately was not long held, 
as on considering the matter moro closoly it 
was observed that an opening for our fruit 
really exists in Canada, Iu tho first place, 
when many of the fruits of California aro 
out of season the same class aro in full bear- 
ing in Austrulia, and secondly, tho transit 
of the fruit from California to Canada often 
entails as much oxpenso and almost as much 
timo us if it wero sent from Austrulia. 
Then, again, wo havo fruits which Califor- 
nia does not grow to any extent. Tho 
banana and pineapple, which may bo men- 
tioned as Queensland's principal fruit pro- 
ductions, uro luxuries iu Canada. A 
gentleman writing from Vancouver on 
tho question states that pines— and 
tlioso of inferior quality — reoltBo from 75 
cents to §1 each, and if the quality of tho 
fruit wero improved upon a higher price 



would be obtaimb'e. In this one item 
alone, then, exists an opening for systematic 
export from Queensland. Then, with re- 
8peot to the banana, which has become 
almost a glut on tho local market, prices 
ranging from 1b. Gd. to -Is. 6d. per dozen 
aro paid in Canada. Compuro this figure 
with tho existing market rate here, and 
large margin of profit is shown. Pines are 
Buitablo for shipment, us is shown by th 
fact that they have been carried for sovera 
weekB in tho cabin of a steamer without 
any deterioration ; and they are like tho 
banana in that thoy can be shipped some 
timo before they have ripened. Those who 
havo made trial shipments from Brisbano 
wero not nwaro, yesterday, whether thei 
fruit would bo carried in a cool chamber 
but, whilst hoping that such would be the 
case, they also desire that a portion of it 
may bo carried in the ordinary manner, ao 
that a fuir trial may thuB be made in all 
directions. Some GOO or 700 coses of 
oranges, lemons, and apples havo been 
shipped by the Miowera at Sydney for tho 
purposo of testing tho Canadian market, 
and trial shipments of frozen meat and but 
tor havo also been mode at tho some port." 

PROPOSED SUBSIDIES. 

" It is likely," says tho Herald, of Syd- 
ney, New South Wales, " that tho proposal 
for granting a subsidy to tho new Canudian 
line of steamers will be brought before Par- 
liament shortly. The Premier, it will be 
remembered, recently stated in tho House 
that no grant should bo made until tho As- 
sembly had hud an opportunity of discuss- 
ing tho whole matter. Sinco then Mr. 
Da via has placed a notico on tho business- 
paper with referenco to it, and other mem- 
bers are paying attention to it. Tho action 
by Mr. Davis is understood to bo taken in 
the interests of the sailors und others inter- 
ested in tho maintenance of such a service. 
It is thought probable that Queensland will 
grant a subsidy of i'8,000, and it is likely 
that a suggestion will be made that New 
South Wales shall give £12,000. It is un- 
derstood that a majority of tho lubor mem- 
bers would ho found voting in favor of tho 
grant, whilst Mr. O'Sullivan und others of 
tho retrenchment party Btoto that they 
would not oppose it, inasmuch as they look 
upon the scrvico as being tho moans of 
bringing increased trade to the port. Sev- 
eral members of the Ministry aro known lo 
vluw tho matter favorably, and it is pretty 
certain that a decision will bo arrived at 
with regard to it before the session closes." 

Tho Sydney Star reports that tho Pro- 
mier. Sir George Dibbs, baa had a long talk 
with Sir John Thurston, Governor of Fiji 
and Commissioner for tho Westorn Pacific, 
in tho course of which the question of tho 
proposed mail service ' to Vancouver was 
touched upon. Sir John Thurston pointed 
out that Fiji would ho inclined to come into 
any service with the other colonies, and 
would wish to bo considered before anything 
definite waa done in the matter. Tho Pro- 
mier has also received a telogram from tho 
South Australian Government, intimating 
that the Government is not inclined to en- 
ter into any fresh service for the carriage of 
mails to Great Britain.

AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT. 

It seems only tho other day that a lino of 
steamers between British Columbia and 
Australia was spoken of as a possibility. 
Some looked upon the scheme as a wild 
dream that could not bo realisod in this gen 
oration at any rate, and others regarding it 
with more favor, pronounced it practicable, 
and hoped that thoy might livo to soo such 
a line established. Quiet people havo been 
allowed hardly time enough to think over 
the matter and to become familiar with the 
proposition, when, lo, the first stoamor haa 
arrived at Victoria, and direct communiei 
tion with tho Australian colonies is an 
accomplished fact. The enterprise and the 
pluck of tho business men of our day are 
truly marvellous. 

Mr. James Huddart has gone into this 
great enterprise with a promptitude and an 
energy which appear to bo truly Napoleonic. 
After tho project of establishing a line of 
ocean steamships between Canada and A us 
tralasia had beenpresonted tohim, hedocsnot 
appear to have hesitated a moment. Hi 
become convinced that it was feasible 
and ho immediately acted upon his convic- 
tion. In a shorter timo than moat men 
would consider possible, he arranged all tho 
preliminaries which ho considered necessary, 
had his company organized, and tho first 
steamship of the line on her way to Vic- 
toria. He did not, wo see by an Australian 
paper, even wait to have contracts signed 
or to procure tho parliamentary sanction for 
promised subsidies. 

It is quite probable that Mr. Huddart 
took tho wisest course that he could pos- 
sibly have pursued. In no way could he 
oonvince thoao interested in the establish 
ment of tho line, more q-tiokly and more 
completely than by showing them that what 
was represented as possible has been 
aotually accomplished. A thirty days' 
route from Australia to London by way of 
Canada, would seem to most Englishmen 
and most Australians an impossibility. But 
the voyago of tho Miowera has proved be- 
yond the possibilty of a doubt that 
it can easily bo established — that, 
in point of fact, it has been 
virtually established. This accomplished 
fact will, wo believe, do moro towards en- 
suring tho success of tho enterprise than 
months of negotiating with Governments 
and dickering with capitalists. Tho con- 
fidence which Mr. Huddart has shown that 
he possesses in tho scheme, will be certain 
to begot confidence iu others. ICvan tho 
timid and the cautious will see that after 
what has been done, thero ia no cause for 
fear and no room for distrust. 

For our part, we believe in tho Aus- 
tralasian, Sandwich Island and Canadian 
Steamship Line. We aro satiaGcd that it 
is established on a solid baBia, and that it 
will be tho interest of Governments and 
men of business to give it overy reasonable 
aid and encouragement. It will bo Been, 
or wo are very greatly mistaken, that tho 
calculations of its founder are correct, and 
his expectations of success well grounded. 
The now Lino will bo certain to increase 
and stimulate tho trade of both continents, 
and it may, with tho ocean cablo which is 
its necessary complement, bo of incalculable 
valuo to tho Empire of Groat Britain. 



ter, the Controller of Customs, Mr. Wal 
lace ; Mr. Wood, controller of excise, and 
other prominent Conservatives made 
speeches. Mr. McCarthy was not there, 
but th? speeches ho had made were discuss- 
ed in a very lively manner. Mr. Wallace 
spoko pluckily in his own defence, and, car- 
rying tho war into Africa, attacked Mr. 
McCarthy's position. Dr. Henry, who ap- 
pears to be a warm partizan of Mr, Mu- 
Carthy, undertook to take tho part of his 
leader by interjecting remarks while Mr. 
Wallace was speaking. That gentleman 
did not appear the leitat discomposed by tho 
interruptions. He replied promptly and 
good-humoredly toDr. Henry'scriticisms and 
questions, and it appears that thesympathits 
of the audience were with him. Tho elec 
tors seemed to enjoy the cross firing, and it 
had certainly the effect of giving more 
prominenoo to Mr. McCarthy's inconsist- 
encies than if Mr, Wallaco had been allowed 
to go on with his speech without interrup- 
tion. 

Mr. Foster delivered an excellent off-hand 
speech. He exposed tho impracticability of 
Mr. McCarthy's fiscal policy very effectively. 
After having mado a few good-humored re- 
marks respecting a question that had boon 
asked by some ono in tho audience, ho went 
on to say : 

All the logical conclusions ho had in his 
mind had been dispelled by the by-play that 
had been going on between Dr. tlenry and 
Mr. Wallace. (Much laughter ) He did 
not regret it in tho least, bee uiso it gave 
them a clue to what tho doctor's policy 
would be when in tho time to come ho would 
represent the great county of Cardwell, 
would be a moving power in the Parliament 
at Ottawa, and would havo everything to 
say in the formation of a tariff. When that 
happy time had been reached they knew ex- 
actly what the doctor would do. Ho would 
take off . the .'i0 per cent, upon everything 
imported from Great Britain to give ease 
and comfort to tho people of Canada, and 
raise the necessary revenues that were to bo 
raised. Well, what would happen then ? 
By laws which were immutable, and could 
not bo changed, being sacred treaties, the 
doctor would have to remove every cent of 
duty upon goods that Germany, Belgium 
and other largo countries might send to 
Canada in trade. Tho result would bo 
ntneteen-twentieths of tho goods that were 
imported into Canada would come in duty 
freo, and then where would the doctor ob- 
tain the §;>G,000,000 of rovenuo that was re- 
quired for carrying on tho affairs of the 
country ? (Cheers and laughter.) That 
was a nut for the doctor to crack. 

With regard to tho proposed revision of 
tho tariff, Mr. Foster said : 

Mr. McCarthy came up last session to tho 
House, and said, " I want this tariff re- 
vised," just as if he were to take out his 
watch and set the hour when that tariff 
should bo revised, and if it were not done 
so, that he would throw in his weight 
against tho Government in tho House and 
in the country. The Government came to 
another conclusion. They said, " Tho re- 
vision of tho tariff is not a thing which oan 
he undertaken in a moment. This Govern- 
ment has but recently been formed. If 
thero is to be any revision of the tariff, it 
should bo nn intelligent ono ; it must be 
made after the closest investigation into the 
business affairs of the country ; and what 
tho Government propose ia to take advan- 
tage of the interim to go through tho 
country to study up tho traie and busi- 
ness situations, to listen to ovory industry, 
to get at the bottom of the facta with re- 
ference to tho indti8tries and tho business 
the country, and then lo make 
changes in the tariff consequent upon that 
information. That he (Mr. Foster) con- 
tended was a reasonublo position to take. 
Mr. Foster next dealt with tho statement 
often urged that the taxes of the country 
wero being continually increased. Since 
8S7 every revision of the tariff had been to 
strike off duties rather than put them on. 
(Cheers ) Tho duties had been romoved 
ono-half on common window glass, molusses, 
and salt one-half, and the duty on raw 
sugar had been struck off altogether, reliev- 
ing the people of taxes during tho present 
year on an equal consumption of §5,200,000. 
(Cheers.) The finances of the country wero 
to-day in Euch a condition that if when 
Parliament met next year the result of 
the present investigation went to show 
that changes in the tariff should bo 
made, even to the involving of tho 
sacrifice of a certain sum of money to al- 
low a still further reduction of taxation. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Foster and the other min- 
isters were very cordially received at 
Orangevillo, Bolton, Mono Mills and else- 
where in the county. The indications are 
that Mr. McCarthy will be favored with tho 
trial of strength in Cardwell which he longed 
for, sooner, perhaps, than ho expootod.

moro than a decided diminution in the rook- 
eries cauaed by pelagic poaching during the 
last five or six years. But, from the mo- 
ment of my lunding on St. Paul Island, on 
May 21 last, uutil the olose breeding season, 
thoso famous rookeries and the hauling 
grounds of the fur Beal thero, and on St. 
George's Island, too, began to declare, and 
have declared to my astonished senses, tho 
fact that their utter ruin and extermination 
is only u question of a few short years from 
the prpsnnt. dftte, unless prompt and thorough 
measures of relief and protection aro at onto 
ordored, both on sea and land by tho Treas- 
ury Department, and enforced by it. 

In his report, Professor Elliot describes 
the way in which tho seals vitro protected < n 
what are called " tho hauling grounds." He 
showed that instead of their being tenderly 
cared for, tho seals were treated in a bar- 
barously cruel manner, and that the valu- 
able animals wero wantonly destroyed by 
their protectors and preservers. His de- 
scription is almost siokening, and proves 
conclusively, that if the seals had dimin- 
ished, as ho believed they had, the " poach- 
ers," as tho pelagic sealers aro called by 
Amorican politicians, hud vory little, in- 
deed, to do with the diminution. 

An attempt is now Ucing made to dis- 
credit Professor Elliot and his report, but 
it is somewhat singular that previous to his 
visit to tho rookeries in 1S90, ho was re- 
garded as " a distinguished naturalist," 
and tho best authority on seal lifo in tho 
United States or anywhere olso ; but sinco 
tho publication of his report of what ho saw 
at the rookeries, he has fallen immensely in 
tho esteem of United States olliciala, and it 
is rrore thun hinted that his report is not to 
b<3 relied on. Whether ho was right or not 
in his estimate of the number of seals fre- 
quenting tho Pribyloff Islands, it is certain 
that his account of tho treatment which the 
seals received at tho hands of the company 
is true to the letter. Ho could not bo mis 
taken with respect to that.

Mr. Dalton McCarthy in more than one of 
his speeches defied tho Government to open 
the coustitueucy of Cardwell. Ho seemed 
very eager to try his strength against tho 
Government in that constituency. His 
taunts havo not been without their effect. 
Mr., Robert White, the representative of 
that county iu the Houao of Commons, has 
not yet been appointed Collector of Customs 
for Montreal, but thero have been meetings 
in that county at which tho Finauco Minis- 



Tho report on tho seal rookeries of the 
Pribyloff Islands mado by Professor H. W. 
Elliot, has caused the American Govern- 
ment a great deal of annoyance Profeesor 
Elliot was sent to Behring Sea to Gad out 
whether or not tho seals wero diminishing 
in numbers, and if they were, what wei e 
tho causes of the threatened extermination. 
He did his work thoroughly and consc'onti- 
ously, but his report was evidently vory 
different from what Mr employers expected 
it would be. Very little was said about it 
after it was sent in, and Mr. Secretary 
Blaine tried very hard to prevent its being 
seen by the British Minister at Washing- 
ton. He, however, did not succeed. Sir 
Julian Pauncefote procured a copy of Pro. 
fesaor Elliot's report, and ho had tho 
pleasure of handing it to Mr. Blaine just 
after ho had been making excuses for its 
non-appearance. 

Tho report was producod in tho Arbitra- 
tion caso with evident reluctance on tho 
part of tho representatives of tho United 
States. It is not surprising that they wore 
unwilling that tho arbitrators should have 
tho opportunity of studying that report, for 
Mr. Elliot had come to the conclusion that 
tho principal cause of tho destruction of 
seal life was tho practices of tho Commercial 
Company, to whom tho United States Gov- 
ernment had leased tho seal fishery. In a 
letter to Mr. Windom, secretary of tho 
Trcusury at Washington, Professor Elliot 
wrote : 

I may as .well fiankly confess at the out- 
sot that 1 was wholly unaware of the extra- 
ordinary state of affairs which stared me in 
tho face at the moment of my first landing 
ia last May on the seal islands of Alasku. 
I embarked upon this mission with only a 
l'aiut apprehension of viewing anything

F. B edaoo had Bovored his connection with 
the Colonist is incorrect, aa he is acting as 
special correspondent of this paper in tho 
Kootenay country. 

The bazaar in aid of Christ Church 
Cathedral funds was continued yesterday 
afternoon, but tho unfavorable weather in- 
terfered with the success of tho affair. A 
"high tea" was again served.

THYING TO ECONOMIZE. 



The City Council Makes a Cut in tlio 
Amount Needed for School 
Purposes. 

Mayor Heaven's Refusal to Put a 
Motion Causes the Meeting: 
to Break Up. 



It was a quarter to nine laat evening 
before tho Council came to order, thoro 
being thon juat a bare quorum conaiating of 
Hia Worahip tho Mayor, Aid. McKillican, 
StyleB, HenderBon, McTavish and Muun. 

Tho Estimates By-law was at once taken 
up. 

Ald. Henderson inquired whore $.'100 
waa apent by'tho Fire Department overy 
year for furniture and bedding. Ho moved 
that tho amount be reduced to §200, which 
was carried. 

Tho amount of §250 for now harneaa was 

cut down to $150. 

On tho voto of 55,000 for street lighting, 

Ald. Styles wanted to know what waa 
going to bo dono with all this money. 
Were auy more pnlea to be put up '! 

Ald. McKillican replied that this in- 
cluded coat of maintenance, while soma 
chaugea wero also propoaed which might 
give aeveral additional lamps. 

The item p issed. 

Ald. Stvi.es objected to tho item $25 per 
month fur washing at the Old Men's Home. 
He thought thia was too much and that 
B mio of tho old men ought to be able to do 
their own washing. Ho also inquired about 
tho rent, of 5100 a month. 

The Mayor explained that it was pro- 
posed to equip the oid suspect station at 
Boss Ray lor an Old Men's Home, and thus 
sa,'o tho rent. 

Ald. Henderson thought that many of 
the old men at tho Homo should be given 
work which they wero quite able to do. A 
good deal might bo done by them out at 
Ross Bay, improving the placo. 

Ald MuVavish thought tho sooner the 
Old Men's homo was called a poor houso, us 
it actually was, and wus run that way, the 
better. Most of tho inmatea of the Old 
Men's homo wero veterans of tho whiskey 
bottle, and they should bo kept within 
bounda und given Buitablo work to do, in- 
stead of being allowed to go around town to 
beg a drink here and sonio tobacco thero. 

Tho items passed with a reduction on tho 
whole of $100 

Tho Bum of $500 was voted for " cewerogo 
purposes," it being explained that this was 
for u fund to onablo tho City Engineer to 
compel peoplo to put their house connec- 
tions in. 

The sum of $1,000 was voted for " naming 
streots," tho object being to put up the sign 
posts und strict names so long needed. 

Ald. Styles objected to the voto of 
$5,000 for advertising and printing. Ho 
thought it was too much money for a little 
conci rn like this. 

The Mayor Baid the amount, at the rate 
tho Council waa now going, would bo insuf- 
ficient. 

Ald. McTavish facotioualy observed 
that ho thought, with this amount of money 
being paid out annually to tho newspapers, 
the Council should expect somo considera 
tion in return. Recently thero wero four 
by-laws put beforo the peoplo and duly ad- 
vertised, but the papers had opposed all but 
one. (Laughter.) He thought it might be 
a good scheme for tho Council to subsidize 
a " newspaper organ " of ita own. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

The item passed. 

Ald. McTavish wanted to know what tlio 
voteol §250 for a " secret service fund " was. 

The Mayor explained thia wus money to 
be left in his handa to bo expended in secret 
service wotk. 

The amount waa voted. 

Ald. McKillican aakod if it would not 
bo possible tor the Council to give something 
in aid of the B. C. Agricultural association. 
He thought something should be dono. 

Ald Mc Tavish also favored a voto for 
this purpose in order to ensure tho success 
of tho proposed exhibition to be held in 
August. LaBt year'a fair had been a finan- 
cial failuro from a combination of cauaea. 
There wua no doubt tho Agricultural aasocia- 
tioo did more than $3,000 worth of good to 
tho city in encouraging and fostering the 
manufacturing industries of the city and 
district surrounding. He was very Btrongly 
in favor of giving aa largo a grant as tho 
Council could. 

Ald. Styles thought $15,500 was too 
much money to vote for school board pur- 
poses, besides tho amount fur teachers' sal- 
aries. 1 

The Mayor aaid that under the act tho 
school board eatimato wus Bubjsofc to tho 
api roval und final determination of the 
Cuuuoil. 

The item was laid over for tho timo being. 

Ald. Styles, when the voto of $S,500 for 
scavenger work wus being discussed, ex- 
pressed the opinion that tho Council ought 
to take over this work, instead of letting it 
out by contract. 

The Mayor suggested that Aid. StyleB 
should take the mutter up and formulate a 
scheme. What was wanted waa action, not 
mining. 

Tho School Board estimate was then 
taken up again, tho detailed statement 
showing that $7,500 was necessary for alter- 
ations and repairs. 

Ald. Styles wanted tho amount cut 
down. He thought the expense of freo 
education was too muchjOiitii cly for so small 
a city 

Ald. Henderson aaid ho understood tho 
trustees bad $ l,0UO to their credit at the 
end of last year. 

The Mayor— No, nothing — that ia a mis- 
take. 

Ald. HENDERSON moved that the amount 
be reduced by $2,500. Ho thought, per- 
haps, it would bo possible to do away with 
the $7,500 altogether, as the Council had 
the control of the $85,000 voted for educa- 
tional purposes. Tho Council could cut 
down the expenses, and would havo some 
money saved in this way to voto for the 
Agricultural association and the park. 

The Mayor thought tho sum, $2,000 for 
j initora salaries, was too much. 

Ald McKillican moved that the whole 
amount, $15,500, bo reduced to $10,000. 

This motion prevailed, $500 being taken 
off tho furnishing account und tho balance 
off tho "alterations and repairs." 

The sum of $.1,000 wus then voted to the 
B. C. Agricultural Association in aid of uu 
exhibition to bo held this year. 

The Mayor brought up tho matter of the 
police forco. Ho hud spoken to tlio Police 
Magistrate, who said be thought tho Coun- 
cil, under the act, should fix tho number of 
officers and their salurios, and then if the 
Commissioners thought there ought to be 
more oflloers ihey could say so. 

Ald. Styles did not think throe Ser- 
geants wore needed. 

Ald. McKillican thought tho salaries 
m'ght bo passed us they were, and a num- 
ber of the policemen dispensed with. 

Tho item for tho third Bergeunt and all 
the constables passed, tho Mayor assuring 
tho Council that because tho estimate waa

now paBBed it would not bo neoossary to 
pay tho money out, and the Council could, 
at any timo it saw lit, reduce tho number 
of men or tho amount of remuneration. 

Ald. Henderson moved to voto $500 
additional to the park and $.'1,000 more to 
tho streots. 

The Mayor ruled tho motion out of 
order. 

Ald. McTavish didn't boo whero tho 
Mayor had uny authority for such a ruling. 
He contended that tho Council had a perfect 
right to placo the money under any head 
they saw tit. 

The Mayor wanted to wait until the ex- 
act revenuo was known. The Council might 
havo no money at all. 

Ald. McTavish— Then we have been 
wasting time for thceo two nights. 

The Mayor said, no. Ho only wanted tho 
aldermen to ho oautious. Tho difliculty 
now was to know what tho revenue would 
bo. 

Ald. Henderson also thought the Council 
now had full power to adjust tho expendi- 
ture aa It aaw lit. 

The Mayor politely refuaed to put the 
motion on tho ground thut it waa out of 
order to rcconeider any voto. 

Ald. McTavish — Will you obligo mo by 
giving the authority for your extraordinary 
action. 

The Mayor — It has boon the practice. 

Ald. McTavish— No, sir. It ia not the 
practice. I think tho sooner this city ia 
put in charge of a dictator tho better, if 
that ia the way you are going to run it. 

The Mayor culled Aid. MoTavish to 
order und put tho motion " Shall tho com- 
mittee rise and report tho by-law complete 
with amendments." 

The motion was negatived and tho Mayor 
inquired if the aldermen wanted to sit all 
night ? 

Ald. Henderson pressed his motion. 

The Mayor claimed tho estimate figures 
wero altogether imaginary, anyway. 

Ald. Henderson did not see this. What 
was tho use of the Council considering the£0 
estimates, anyway? 

The Mayor thought it waa no uao talk- 
ing any more. 

Ald. Henderson moved that tho com- 
mitteo riae, report progreas, and ask leave 
to sit again. 

This motion was oarrlsrl, and Aid. Mc- 
Tavish then moved that tho Council adjourn. 

The Mayor declined to put the motion 
on the ground that the Council waa still in 
committeo. 

Ald. McTavish then left tho Council 
chamber, and Aid. Munn having previously 
left there was no quorum remaining, and 
tho meeting broke up at 10:45 p.m. Accord- 
ing to parliamentary practice tho whole of 
tho work dono during the meeting will have 
to bo gono over again providing tho Mayor's 
ruling that tho Council waa still in com- 
mitteo is sustained.

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AUSTRALIAN NEWS. 

New South Wtilea Atraiu Moving for 
Federation— New Ministers— Pre; 
mier Dibb's Expenses. 

Fruit Export Trade Experiments- 
National Prizes for Horticulture— 
The Financial Crisis. 



In the New South Wales Parliament on 
May 17, Mr. O'Connor, a member of tlio 
Government moved a resolution reaffirming 
tlio opinion of the Houao in favor of a feder- 
ation of the Colonies ou the basis of the 
draft bill of the National Convention of 
lS'Jl. Ho emphasized the fact that the 
present- financial crisis showed tho want of 
federation, under which a central authority 
could deal effectively with the' mattor. 
Tlio Constitution, although following the 
lines of the Canadian and United States 
Constitutions, did not distinctly follow 
cither. Each State was to determine how 
its senators were to be choscu, and all tho 
Sutes of the commonwealth would havo tho 
Batne number of senators. The. 1 House of 
Representatives was to bo chosen from the 
States according to population. For every 
30,000 there was to bs one member, so th^c 
New South W.des and Victoria would each 
have 10 members, Queensland wotdd have 
13 members, South Australia 12, Tasmania 
li, and as the minimum was to be four, 
West Australia, although only having a 
population of 50,000, would havo 4 mem- 
bers. The Senate would consist of 50 mem- 
bers, and the Homo of Representatives 
would consist of 1 15 members, and if New 
Zealand joined, the number would be 135 
members. Tho motion was still under dis- 
cussion when the mail left. 

In New Zealand the Ministry has just 
been re constructed, and is now thus made 
up : Mr. Seddon, premier and minister of 
public works, mines and defence; Mr. Back- 
ley, attorney-general, colonial secretary, 
and minister of marine ; Mr. Reeves, min- 
ister of education, commissioner of stamp 
duties, and minister for labor; Mr. M'Ken- 
zio, minister of lauds, immigration and agri- 
culture, and commissioner of forests; Mr. 
Ward, colonial treasurer, postmaster-gen- 
eral, electric telegraph commissioner, and 
commissioner of customs; Mr. Cadmau, 
minister of justice; Mr. Carroll, without a 
portfolio, representing the native rivoo. Tho 
new Ministry consists entirely of the re- 
maining members of the Ballanca Cabinet. 
The principal changes of office, outside the 
accession to tho Premiership of Mr. Seddon, 
have been the transfer to Mr. Ward of tho 
portfolio of Colonial Treasurer and Commis- 
sioner of Customs, and the passing of the 
Marine Department from the now Premier 
to Mr. Buckley, Mr. Seddon will carry on 
a policy similar to that followed by the 
Ballattoe Ministry until tho opening of the 
session, when the party will determino whe- 
ther the present urraugemont shall con- 
tinue. 

Two ministers having beon defeated at 
the general election just held, tho Ministry 
of South Australia has been reconstructed 
by the inclusion of Mr. J. Moule, membor 
for Flinders, and Mr. J. W. Castine, mem- 
ber for Wonoora. The offices were rear- 
ranged us follows : Sir John Downer, 
premier and treasurer; Mr. Copely, chief 
secretary; Mr. Homburg, uttorney gooeral; 
Mr. Howe, commissioner of Crown lands; 
Mr. Moule, commissioner of public works; 
Mr. Castine, minister of agriculture and 
education. Messrs. Ronnsevell and Gruyson 
were the members defeated. 

The New South Wales Parliament having 
made a fuss o >r er an item of i'1,000 to pay 
tlio expanses of Sir Geo. Dibhs' recent mis- 
sion to Europe, on which he passed through 
Canada, some patriotic citizens paid the 
money into the treasury Premier Dibhs, 
in withdrawing the item, assured tho House 
that the money hud bsen absolutely devoted 
to the service of the colony, whilst, person- 
ally, he had sacrificed his health in forward- 
ing the national interests and [maintaining 
their credit uutarnished. 

The ririsbane Observer says in the weekly 
commercial review of May 1!) : " So far us 
lirisbane is concerned the acute stage of the 
financial crisis lias passed. At the banks 
which have survived the panic, business was 
carried on in the usual fashion. Tho posi- 
tion is most reassuring, and a feeling of con- 
fidence that the end of tho list of suspen- 
sions has been reached is rapidly monifest- 
ing itself. Meanwhile business is almost at 
a standstill. From the wholesale houses 
goods are difficult to procure unless the 
orders are accompanied by money or the 
customers are considered very good marks." 

The financial panic touched oven the Gov- 
ernment Savings bank in New South Wales ; 
but the business done at tho Brisbane 
branch has returned to almost its normal 
state. Many persons who withdrew money 
have redeposited it before leaving the bank- 
ing chamber. 

On .May 15 the Government of New South 
Wales issued a proclamation, by authority 
of the Bank Act of 1891, making tho notes 
of the banks chartered under that act legal 
tender everywhere in the colony for a period 
of six months. This is expected to restore 
conlid-uce and materially assist tho bulks. 

The railway revenue of tho colony of Vic- 
toria for the year just ending will show a 
delicit of CV2 ',000, after paying the inter- 
est of £1,4-20,000 out of total' receipts of 
about £3,000,000. 

In accordance with tho determination 
come to by the New South Wales Commis- 
sion to the Chicago World's Fair, tho sub- 
committee appointed by tho commission to 
endeavor to open up a fruit trado with 
America have made an experimental ship- 
ment of oranges and lemons. Tho ship- 
ment, consisting of fifteen cases of lemonB 
and sixteen cases of oranges, was forwarded 
by the R. M. S. Alameda, tho San Fran- 
cisco mail steamer. The oranges are from 
trees from thirty to fifty years old, grown 
from the original Parramatta seedling, 
while tho lemons are from trees grafted 
upon the orange. Both samples aro of the 
very best quality, and aro packed in speci- 
ally made cases of Richmond River pine, 
and wrapped m tissue paper. 

A telegram has been received by the 
Queensland Meat Export and Agency Com- 
pany stating that out of 391 hindquarters 
shipped only three havo been found to bo 
tainted, and tho strictest tests are being 
made with the auger bore. Of 180 tons of 
forcquarters there wero practically no re- 
jections. 

The Monaro and South Coast Freezing 
and Cooling Co , Limited, held its first 
meeting of shareholders at Candelo re- 
cently, Over 1 00 shareholders wero pre- 
sent. Tho works aro to be at Eden, and 
resolutions were passed to register at once 
and commence active operations. 

The report of tho judge on tho vineyards 
entered in connection with tho National 
Prize Competition for 1802 has been ap- 
proved. The recommendations are : First 
prize, Mr. John Bruokhauoer, Camden ; 
second and third prizes to ho divided be- 
tween Mr. Phillip Ettinger, Canley Vale, 
and Messrs. M. and R. Scobio, West Mail- 
land. 

A fruit exchange co-oporativo company 



is being established in New South Wales. 
Tho memorandum of association provides 
that tho object for which the company ia 
formed shall bo principally "To establish 
and conduct a wholesale fruit exchange in 
the city of Sydney and else where within the 
colony on the co-operativo principle, to 
enable fruitgrowers and their agents, and 
wholesale and retail fruit merchants, pro- 
duce merchants and poultry sellers to hold 
a fruit, produco and poultry exchange." 

National prizes aro awarded in Now 
South Wales lor the best mixed orchards. 

Tho Brisbane state schools havo horticul- 
tural classes for the children, whore the in- 
struction is in practical gardening, with no 
more theory or book work than uusolutoly 
ri quired. 

Heavy rains have fallen in parts of Fiji, 
and a severe Hood has occurred lately. A 
letter received in Sydney, dated April 10, 
slates that for a fortnight it had rained al- 
most incessantly. The river at Penang 
ovet flowed its banks, and all low-lying 
country was soon converted into an im- 
mense lake. Tho damago to the crops is 
very great. On Easter Monday tho rain 
came down a perfect deluge, and tho river 
roso so rapidly that almost before' tha em- 
ployes could escape from them thero was a 
depth of thrco feet of water in their houses. 
The heaviest day's rainfall was oleven 
inches, but for nine days tho daily average 
was four-fifths of an inch. 

A Stanthorpo, Queensland, dospatch of 
May 18, says : " The winter has apparently 
set in, as thero were sharp frosts last night 
and tho previous night." 

Another diver is reported to have died 
through working in doop water, off 
Darnley island, Queensland. This makes 
the twelfth death during the past fow 
months in tha same locality. D-iath in 
nearly all case! is very sudden. On some 
occasions the divers do not evon complain of 
illnsss when they come to tho surfac3, but 
are attacked shortly afterwards, death re- 
sulting in a couple of hours in mo3t cases, 
while in others the man lives about twelve 
hours. Paralysis commences in tho lower 
limbs, spreading rapidly upwards. 

A cablegram has been received from the 
executive commissioner at Chicago to tho 
effect that tho Naw South Walos wool ex- 
hibit is better than anything ever before 
seen in America, th at tho mineral exhibit 
is the best of its class in the exhibition, and 
that the polished timbers will be a perfect 
surprise to visitors. 

A London cable announoas that tho ship- 
ment of Australian grap;s by the R. M S. 
Oroya has opened up in an nnsouud condi- 
tion, due to the fact that they wero badly 
packed.

TO WASH FOR GOLD. 



Mr. Joshua Bavies Talks of Hydraulic 
Operations iu tho Neighbor- 
hood of Nelson. 



Receut Discoveries iu the Lardeau 
aud Duncan Seetious-Au Apt 
Illustration. 



Mr. Joahua Davica, who haa just return 
od from a three days' visit to Sayward, had 
tho pleasure while thoro of witnessing tho 
examination of tho neighboring bench lands 
for hydraulic purposes. • Tho investigation 
was, aa has already been chronicled, entire 
ly satisfactory, thero being abundant signs 
that tho ground will pay for tho working. 

Continuing his trip on to the Pond d'Ore 
ille, Mr. Davies visited the headquarters of 
tho Hydraulic Co., whose manager, Mr. 
Goodhue, informed him that fourteen miles 
of Hume has been already constructed, leav- 
ing but thrco miles to oomplete botore the 
works are ready for turning in tho water. 
One prospecting shaft is ninety feet deep, 
through sand and gravel, and examination 
of any portion of the ground taken out in- 
dicates the gratifying richness of tho pro- 
perty. 

The Peud d'Oreille ia just now a scathing 
cauldron — nothing but white foam for miles 
upon miles. The benches to bo worked arc, 
ou the average, about 150 feet high, and it 
is estimated that tho ground will produce 
vast returns, affording twenty-five yoars' 
work at a modest calculation. 

On the railway lino all the bridge material 
is now on tho south aide of tho Pend 
d'Orielle, while an engine is in service at 
either end facilitating operations. It is ex- 
pected that the bridge will he completed 
between the first and tho fifteenth of July, 
when the track can bo laid, as tho rails 
have already reached Duluth. Tho gradirg 
of the road from tho boundary for six or 
eight months is now well advanced ; the 
work at tho ISelson end is proving tht 
heaviest along tho lino, considerable rod 
blasting and sido hill cutting being necefl 
sary. Sub- Contractor McLean has four 
camps, forming a large force of men, with 
headquarters at Nelson — one largo camp 
is at Daley's ranch, one at Fivo Mile Point, 
and the other on Fell's location. It ia ex- 
pected that over 7o0 men will bo busily em- 
ployed by tho end of Juue, and Mr. Mc- 
Lean ia sure of completing his aharo of the 
work on time. 

Although tho snow still lingers on the 
summit and through the heavy timber along 
Salmon river, thero had been six hydraulic 
locations and eight quartz claims taken up 
betweeu the mouth of the river and ,i point 
twelve miles above. Gold placers had also 
been found on Hall Creek just south of 
Toad mouutain ana about seventeen mileo 
from Nelson. A general impression pre- 
vails that tho Salmon peninsula is to be- 
come one of tho richest mining districts in 
the rich Rootcuays. 

" Valuable and extcnaive discoveries have 
been mude in the Lardeau and Duncan dis- 
tricts," said Mr. Davies, and they promise 
to be greater finds thun any oven in the 
famous Sloaan country. Tho assays are so 
far 120 <)/.. to tho ton. Thoma3 Jefferson, 
of Spokane, is one of tho many who have 
unbounded confidence in that section. 'If I 
wanted to tell you tho biggest mining lio 
coinable,' ho said to mo, 'I'd just tell you 
the truth about that country.'"
